On April 18, 2018, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Sergeant Michael 
Maxwell, and Sergeant Bryan Smith, responded to Men's Central Jail (MCJ) regarding a 
Category 3 use of force; wherein, the suspect sustained a fractured orbital. 


SYNOPSIS 


The following narrative includes summarized statements as provided by all involved 
employees. Additional information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing 
the audio recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions submitted within this case. 


On April 17, 2018, at approximately 0830 hours, Suspect Henry Gilbert, Booking # 
4989991, was being escorted to his cell by Deputy Favian Prado, MEN Deputy 
Prado followed Suspect Gilbert into the Module 2500/2700 sally port (upper level) to 
rehouse him. Suspect Gilbert abruptly turned around, clenched his fist, took a fighting 
stance, and said, "Why the fuck are you walking up on me?" Due to Suspect Gilbert's 
size (602 approximately 200 pounds) and actions, Deputy Prado (508 approximately 
180 pounds) believed he was about to be assaulted. 


IAB Note: At the time of this incident, several inmates were out of their 
cells, receiving medications during pill call on the lower level. 


Deputy Prado responded and punched Suspect Gilbert in the face approximately 2-3 
times with both of his fists and gave verbal orders to Suspect Gilbert to get on the 
ground. Suspect Gilbert simultaneously punched Deputy Prado in the face with both of 
his fists. Deputy Prado became light headed, disorientated and his vision blurred. 
Deputy Prado feared he might lose consciousness and punched Suspect Gilbert 2-3 
additional times in the face.

Deputy Jesse Zagarnaga, AE stood approximately 15 feet away when he heard a 
"scuffle" inside of the sally port. Deputy Zagarnaga saw Suspect Gilbert punch Deputy 
Prado in the face multiple times. Deputy Zagarnaga broadcast emergent radio traffic 
indicating a deputy was involved in a fight. Deputy Zagarnaga opened the officer's sally 
port and assisted Deputy Prado. 


Deputy Zagarnaga struck Suspect Gilbert on the right side of his face with his right fist, 
in an attempt to stop Suspect Gilbert's assault on Deputy Prado. Suspect Gilbert 
continued his assault on Deputy Prado. Deputy Zagarnaga, again, punched Suspect 
Gilbert in the face 2-3 additional times with his right fist. Suspect Gilbert continued his 
assault on both, Deputies Prado and Zagarnaga. Deputy Zagarnaga punched the 
suspect 2-3 more times on the right shoulder in an attempt to gain control of his right 
arm. 


Deputy ES EO «was rehousing inmates in Module 2500 "C" row when 
he observed Suspect Gilbert take a fighting stance toward Deputy Prado. Deput 


was on the opposite side of the sally port, separated by a locked gate. Deputy, 
broadcast emergent radio traffic, unlocked the gate and entered the sally port to assist 
Deputy Prado. When Deputy | — BEEN the sally port, he unholstered his taser. 
Deputy Milla: not able to discharge the taser due to the positioning of deputies 
around Suspect Gilbert. As Deputy’ olstered his taser, a second inmate, Suspect 
Vincent Hernandez, Booking #5258717, entered the sally port swinging his arms toward 
Deputies Prado, Zagarnaga and [J Suspect Hernandez punched Deputy Prado on 
his back, which caused him to lose his balance momentarily. Suspect Hernandez, used 
his hands and attempted to pull deputies off of Suspect Gilbert. 


Deputy Zagarnaga turned toward Suspect Hernandez and punched Suspect Hernandez 
in an effort to stop the assault. Deputies Zagarnaga and] attention was now 
focused on Suspect Hernandez as Deputy Prado fought with Suspect Gilbert 
approximately five feet away. 


Deputy Richard Cranford, E | responded to the sally port, saw Deputy Prado 
involved in a fight by himself and directed his attention toward Suspect Gilbert. Deputy 
Cranford punched Suspect Gilbert one time on the right side of his face with his right 
fist. Deputy Prado and Deputy Cranford performed a team takedown on Suspect 
Gilbert. Deputy Prado took control of Suspect Gilbert's left arm with both hands and 
pulled him to the ground. Suspect Gilbert landed on his chest. Deputy Prado ordered 
Suspect Gilbert to place his hands behind his back. Suspect Gilbert refused to comply, 
resisted, and pulled his hands under his chest. Deputy Cranford used his bodyweight 
and put pressure on Suspect Gilbert's shoulders to prevent him from standing up. 
Suspect Gilbert thrust his body left and right in an attempt to break free of the deputies’ 
control. Deputy Prado was able to gain control of the suspect's left hand, pulled it out 
from underneath his body, and placed it behind his back. 
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Deputy A HEME and Deputy NS “BEBE responded to 


the location and assisted Deputies Prado and Cranford in gaining contro! of Suspect 
Gilbert. Deputy Ml pied his body weight to Suspect Gilbert's legs by placing his 
chest on the back of his legs and wrapped his arms around the suspect's legs. Deputy 

O SIE] pressure on the back of Suspect Gilbert's knees to prevent him from 
standing up. Deputy| as then able apply a hobble restraint around Suspect 
Gilbert's legs. Deputy| assisted in handcuffing Suspect Gilbert and placing him in the 
recovery position pending the arrival of the MCJ medical staff. 


Deputy BEEN responded to the location and saw Suspect Hernandez’ 
assaultive actions. Deputy punched Suspect Hernandez in the face 2-3 times in 
an attempt to stop the assault. Deputy ws: able to grab Suspect Hernandez by 
the left shoulder with his left hand as Deputy BEEEEEEERENEN. -— entered the 
sally port and grabbed both of Suspect Hernandez' shoulders from behind. Together 
they applied downward pressure to his upper torso and took Suspect Hernandez to the 
floor. Suspect Hernandez landed on his chest. Deputy {i applied pressure to 
Suspect Hernandez’ right shoulder with his bodyweight. 


Suspect Hernandez attempted to get up and kicked at deputies. Deputy EEE struck 
| Hernandez on the side of his abdomen two times with his right fist. Deputy 


Ibowed Suspect Hernandez on his right shoulder. Deputy 

responded to the sally port and gained control of Suspect Hernandez right 
arm, and pulled it out from underneath his body. Deputy’ land Deputy 
assisted Deputy lll and Deputy in handcuffing Suspect Hernandez. 


Deputy EEE EHE sponded to the sally port from the 2000 floor hallway. 
He saw Suspect Hernandez kick his legs back and forth while being handcuffed. Deputy 
B: -istea Deputy Zagarnaga by wrapping his arms around Suspect Hernandez' 
legs. De " 2 able to control Suspect Hernandez’ legs. om 

then entered the sally port and assisted Deput by placing 
a hobble restraint around Suspect Hernandez’ legs. Deputy. placed Suspect 
Hernandez in the recovery position pending the arrival of the MCJ medical staff. 


IAB Note: It should be noted, the use of force incident lasted 
approximately 30 seconds. Assisting deputies arrived on 
scene within seconds of each other. 


IAB Note: At the time of this incident, there were no inmates out of their 
cells on the upper tier of Modules 2500 / 2700. 


Verbal commands were continuously given to both suspects throughout the entire 
incident by multiple deputies. All reports documenting this incident were submitted as 
EXHIBIT A. A portion of the incident was captured on security cameras within Men's 
Central Jail and submitted as EXHIBIT B.

Suspect Gilbert was transported to Men’s Central Jail clinic for medical treatment. 
Suspect Gilbert was then transported to the Inmate Reception Center urgent care and 
then to Los Angeles County- USC Medical Center for final evaluation/treatment. 
Suspect Gilbert sustained an orbital fracture to his right eye and an abrasion on the 
surface of his upper right lip as a result of this incident. Suspect Gilbert's medical 


records were submitted as EXHIBIT C. 


Suspect Hernandez was seen at the Men's Central Jail clinic. Suspect Hernandez had 
no visible injuries and refused medical treatment, he was subsequently rehoused. 


Deputy Prado sustained injuries to his hands. Deputy Prado was treated for his injuries 


at US Health Works.

WITNESS STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. 


SUSPECT HENRY GILBERT 


Suspect Gilbert was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, on April 18, 
2018, at approximately 1450 hours. Suspect Gilbert said he was at pill call when he was 
told by a deputy to “hurry up." Suspect Gilbert said the deputy was “walking up on me", 
and he told the deputy, “why the fuck you walking up on me?” Suspect Gilbert described 
the deputy as short and white or Hispanic. 


Suspect Gilbert walked back upstairs with the deputy following close behind him. 
Suspect Gilbert told the deputy, "What's up? Why are you walking close behind me? 
What did | do?” Suspect Gilbert said he continued walking toward his cell. Once he 
walked into the sally port he said the deputy “walked up real close behind me.” Suspect 
Gilbert told the deputy, “What the fuck? Just open the damn gate, I’m about to go in.” 
Suspect Gilbert said he was then sucker punched in his eye by the deputy and did not 
have a chance to defend himself. Suspect Gilbert said he never took an aggressive 
stance toward the deputy. 


Suspect Gilbert said the force of the punch caused him to go to the ground on his right 
side at which time he raised his hands to cover his face. While he was on the ground, 
Suspect Gilbert said he was punched and kicked in the face. Suspect Gilbert said he 
was not under the influence of drugs or alcohol at the time of the incident. Suspect 
Gilbert said he did not know why he was “sucker punched” in his eye or kicked. Suspect 
Gilbert said all he could see were feet and hands and did not hear any verbal 
commands to stop fighting. The interview was recorded and submitted (EXHIBIT B).

Suspect Hernandez was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, on April 
18, 2018, at approximately 1510 hours. Suspect Hernandez declined to answer any 
questions and requested an attorney. The interview was recorded and submitted 
(EXHIBIT B). 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


Deputies Prado, Zagamaga and Cranford denied kicking Suspect Gilbert in the 
face, as was stated in Suspect Gilbert's watch commander interview. The deputies 
further stated they did not see anyone kick the suspect during the use of force incident. 


At the time of this investigation, Deputy iiias medically unavailable for an interview. 


Suspect Hernandez’ next court appearance is scheduled for March 28, 2019, at Clara 
Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center. Court proceedings against Suspect Gilbert are 
pending the arraignment of Suspect Hernandez. 
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
